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Continuation of 5. do s NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Regarding representative claim 29, Tang teaches a communication server handling (controlling) data between a user and each of a 
plurality of media servers (see rejection of claim 29). Referencing Tang Figure 1 1 , communication server (item 80) selects the best 
service available to all participating users (i.e. video, audio, etc. - see Tang column 14 lines 40-43), resulting in said server (item 80) 
exhibiting control over audio server (item 83), as well as the other servers. What Tang fails to teach is exclusive control between a m dia 
serv r (i.e. audio server - item 83) and a user (instead of control originiating from item 80) . Bieselin teaches an audio-conferencing 
subsystem (Bieselin Figure 1 - item 105) for controlling a user and audio data (item 125) via controller (item 110). Bieselin forces 
(controls) communication with its own audio data, therefore, applying this teaching to Tang forces communication control between its 
audio server (with audio data and controller), and a user. The audio server that Tang (in view of Bieselin) exerts serves to control 
communication of the plurality of other media servers by exerting exclusive control over its data, therefore coordinating presentation of 
communications without interference from other servers (in the instant case, an audio-conference). 
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
